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ASSAULT ON MARCUS ISLAND 
According to Dewitt MacKenzie, Associated Press 
War anal vat, "The mystery surorunding our assault on 
Japan s Marcus Island is of course purposeful and a 
part of the high command's strategy, but we are war­ 
ranted in regarding this operation as a colorful aver- 
tisemcnt that Uncle Sam is rapidly approaching the time 
when he can do business on a big scale in the Pacific. 
“This doesn’t mean that we are to expect the open- 
inc up of a grand offensive immediately,” he cautions. 
“It does mean that our strength in the Orient has in­ 
creased to the point where our fighting forces are wear­ 
ing their caps cocked at a rakish angle. That strength 
is cumulative and is mounting more rapidly cadi day. 
"All sorts of speculation is going the rounds as to 
the exact meaning of this startling move in which our 
task force has boldly sailed in and taken a punch at a 
point in the very perimeter of the defenses of the Jap­ 
anese mainland. 
One guess is about as good as an­ 
other, but there are some things which we can pin down. 
“For instance, we know that Marcus Island, while 
only a pimple on the face of the Pacific, is highly im­ 
portant to the Japs for both defense and offensive. 
Lying as. it does some 1.200 miles I rom the Japanese 
mainland, its a vital listening post—a sentinel to warn 
of the approach of danger. It also is a strong air-base, 
and is a stepping stone between Japan proper and her 
islands in the southwest Pacific. 
That’s part of the 
spade work which naturally would be done in prepara­ 
tion for a big-scale offensive. It s a step in the prepar­ 
ation of the big pair of pincers which the Allies are 
going to clamp onto the Japanese in due course—an 
attack from the south and from the Aleutian islands 
in cooperation with a drive against Burma bv United 
Nations forces under Lord Louis Mountbatten. 
“The psychological effect of the Marcus Island expedi­ 
tion already has been top-hole. We have succeeded in 
scaring the stuffing out of the little men of the rising 
sun who yesterday rushed their spokesmen to the micro­ 
phones to warn the public that their island kingdom 
was in peril. The radio spread the news—and it was 
quite accurate—that we could have attacked the Jap­ 
anese mainland had we seen fit.”

Having in mind that official instructions must be 
accurate even at the expense of clarity, probably it 
would be difficult for Treasury experts to express more 
comprehensively the requirements of the income tax law 
they finagled Congress into enacting.

report cards, and they can be fired, 
promoted, demoted or given sal­ 
ary raises on the basis of their 
‘ efficiency ratings.” This applies 
to every one from charwomen to 
$10,000 a-year executives. 
T -re copies of the “efficiency 
ratings" have to be filed. That 
means over 9,000,000 sheets of 
good stock white paper. Just short 
of a million copies of the 32-page 
“ Efficiency Rating Manual" have 
to be issued, which means tors 
u orc of precious paper, thousands 
of man-nours spent in reading, 
preparing and tabulating the re­ 
ports, and probably millions of 
dollars a year lost to the taxpayers.

/A RRY LESUEUR, correspondent for the Columbia Broad­ 
casting Company, was in the Soviet Union from October 1941 to 
October 1942. In October 1941 the Germans had almost reached 
Moscow. In October 1942 they were being 
driven out of Stalingrad. Mr. Lesueur con­ 
siders these twelve months to have been of 
crucial importance, not only for the Rus­ 
sians, but for the entire course o f the war. 
He writes about them in his book “ 12 Montes 
T hat Changed the W orld.” 
His assignment rn Russia was not to make 
long reports on military strategy. Rather, his 
job was to pack into his daily broadcasts 
fresh, colorful and revealing bits o f news 
and human interest material which would 
help Americans to know what life was like 
in the Soviet Union in wartime. H e follows 
the same technique in his book. He has a reporter’s gift of looking and 
listening; he reports vividly and clearly what he saw- and heard. 
Among the many people with whom he talked was Major Valentine 
Grizodubova, one of the three women who wear the gold star rn a 
“ hero of the Soviet Union” and the only woman to have led an all-male 
squadron of heavy night bombers. “ There are many women in the Soviet 
Union who are fighting for their country.” she told him. “ They are 
•specially good in the air. The youngest girl in the Red Air Force is 
seventeen, and the oldest is a woman navigator of forty-five.” 
The barricades had been removed in 
Moscow long before Lesueur left, but 
every morning the streets were filled with 
great piles of wood, brought in by volun­ 
tary woodchopper! for the purpose o* 
heating houses for which there was no 
longer coal. One day the entire corps de 
billet turned out to help load wood on 
the trucks at the riverside. The nest dav 
it was announced from the stage at the 
ballet that the premiere ballerina, Mes- 
serer, was unable to appear. She was too stiff from hauling wood. I hat 
five* us an idea of what the Russians mean bv an all-out war!
